SANFRANCISCO 二 Represen- 
tatives from five community 
youth-oriented organizations met 
last Thursday evening (May 8),at 
the Chinese Culture Center to 
present their perspectives on 
youth in Chinatown . 

Anna Wong of the Chinatown 
YWCA said her organization 
mainly works with immigrants. 
However，the foreign-born and 
the American-born are encour- 
aged to integrate and participate 
together in the center's activities， 
she said.，_ ， 

和 “ROMANTICISM' 

She found in working with 
many of the immigrants， 让 was 
Shocking to discover the“roman- 
ticism:” instilled in many of the 
girls. 人 


Their goals in life, she claimed， 
Were to marry and raise a family. 
They genuinely believed，Wong 
said，that they could “fall in 
love ”by simply meeting some- 
one on the street. 

Among the many problems the 
immigrant girl is faced with， 
Wong continued，is that they 
have a low image of themselves. 
Wong blamed this“image”"in part 
on the portrayal of females in 
Chinese movies 一 that they must 
follow strong Chinese traditions. 

The programs at the YWCA， 
she said，are directed toward 
giving some balance in career ob- 
jectives to the youth who partici- 
pate. 

In the counseling session， 
Wong stressedthat the girls have 


- displayed unbalanced sexual atti- 


tudes and relationships，a prob- 
lem which also faces the Ameri- 
can-born Chinese. 

TheYWCA has many programs 
for youth，including an after- 
School program and tutorial pro- 
gram staffed by volunteers. 

GROUPS 

Cameron House director Harry 
Chuck has found that youth work- 
ing in “group” situations were 
more effective. He said the 
groups“provide trust and confi- 
dence. 一 asense of belonging”to 
the individual. 

Cameron House has been work- 
ing with youth in Chinatown 
since-1947 and is almost entirely 
funded by the Presbyterian 
Church. 

The organization proVides year- 
round activities and programs for 


. youth and has a steady participa- 


tion of 450 youths， During the 
Summer,， Chuck said, the organi- 
zation Opens Up to approximately 
1,000 participants, including non- 
Asians. 

“DIVERSION” 

Atea 及 oon of the Youth Serv- 
ices Center said her organization 
is currently working with the San 
Francisco Police Department on a 
“diversion program””with juve- 
nile delinquents. 

The juvenile who has been ar- 
rested can work with Youth Serv- 
ices Center，and 过 he does not 
commit another crime within a 
Six-Inonth period，his police rec- 
ords are erased. This program is 
essentially directed to first-time

ILLUSORY 
What happens to a country which has expended so much money and 
blood in pursuit of ideals now proven illusory, and which will be haunted 
for many years to come by the promises it has broken?

”people out of this.” These Viet- 
namese are “friendly” towards

gram. There are no wounded vil-

SELECTIVE 
LAmerica's immigration，far 
from being open，has been 
shaped by selective and discrimi- 
natory policies. Asian immi- 
grants have sufferd a long history 
of racism in America. My great- 
grandfather worked on building 
the transcontinental railroad and 
Was not allowed to become an 
American citizen. In 1881 my 
grandfather came to America as 
an 11-year-old laborer. A year 
later he wouldn' 上 t have been al- 
lowed into this country ,because 
of the Chinese Exclusion Law of 
1882 forbidding the immigration 
of Chinese laborers and prohibit- 
ing the naturalization of Chinese 
to U.S. citizenship，There were 


anfti-Chinese riots dtiring the de- 


pression of the 1870s;， China- 
towns were burned and their 
people massacred， My grand- 
mother, returning from China to 
America in the 1920s，was .de- 
tained on Angel Island Immigra- 
tion Station for 15 months.， Chi- 
nese arriving in America were 
harassed and imprisoned on 
Angel Island for months，even 
years. The 了 xclusion Law against 
Chinese was repealed in 1943， 


but the quota system of allowing 
only 105 Chinese a year was ， 


another Severe restriction. . . . 

During the Korean War Iany 
Chinese were considered “poor 
Security risks”and some Chinese 
students had their visas rescind- 
ed to “safeguard internal secu- 
rity.” Many Chinese were de- 
ported，The U.S， allowed only 
2000 Nationalist Chinese under 
the Refugee Act of 1953. 


RECYCLE EAST/WEST.

To ease the refugee population 
of Hong Kong，President Ken- 


nedy signed a presidential direc- . 


tive on May 23，1962,，permitting 
the Hong Kong refugees to enter 
the United States imnmediately as 
parolees. By June 30，1966， 
15,111 were admitted, many who 
had been on the waiting list for 
Visas for years. Im 1965 President 
Johnson signed the Immigration 
Revision Law which permitted 
the increase in Chinese immigra- 
tion from Hong Kong，Taiwan， 
Southeast Asia and Latin Ameri- 
ca，This act provided that the 
national origins quota system be 
abolished after July 1，1968. 
Since that timne，Chinese have 
ben allowed a quota of up to 
20,000 a year. 


PROPAGANDA 

Immigrants fleeing communist 
countries have been used by the 
Unpited States for propaganda 
purposes. Hundreds ofthousands 
of Cuban refugees were wel- 
comed to America after Cuba's 
revolution， Like the South Viet- 
namese, these Cuban exiles have 
bolstered the idea of a“commu- 
nist bloodbath” and have en- 
couraged U.S involvement im 
Indochina. After the bloody coup 
against Allende in which the U.S. 
played a major role，we did not 
see planeloads of Chileans threat- 
ened with execution and torture 


America-Vietnam story occurs as 
We celebrate the Bicentennial. 
Two hundred years ago when the 
United States won arevolutionary 
war against England， several 
hundred thousand “Tory” sym- 
pathizers fed the country，We 
are getting the“Tories”of Indo- 
china now. 
SHAME 
The Rev. Robert Hamerton- 
及 elly，dean of Stanford Univer- 
sity Chapel, announced an organ- 
jzing drive to _ease the entry of 
Vietnamese exiles into the main- 
stream of America，His group， 
the Vietnamese Refugee Assis- 
tance committee，is funded by 
private citizens and organijzed by 
local busirmessmen and ex-diplo- 
mats of Saigon living in Califor- 
nia.

Jievably，Cantonese food in Canton was not as good as it is here in 
San Francisco，New York，or Vancouver. But, then，my Cantonese 
food in Canton was free. So, who am Ito complain? 

Prof. Fritz Mote，Princeton University，our delegation's China 
expert，claims that Chinese food in present-day China does not 
match up to the Chinese food of bygone China, but that present-day 
China food is stil way better than whatever else is available in the 
World. 
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Bamboo Hollow and 
Bamboo Knots 
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The older generation of Chinese residents in America，when 
Viewing their children and grandchildren，often feel that the latter 
(with the same black hair and brown skin) are somehow lacking in 
perception and understanding. They call them “bamboo hollow.” 
The younger generation，on the other hand，regard their elders as 
dogmatic and unreasonable，and reciprocate by calling them the 
hardened “bamboo knots.” 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

”ID tmes past，the early Chinese immigrants came across the 
ocean to this land to earn money and remit the same to their 
families in China. 世 was more than economic necessity that sent 
them to a foreign ljand，although their hearts still belonged to the 
motherland,，Owing to language difficulties and ignorance of the 
laws and customs of the new land, they often endured many hard- 
ships and humiliations. But they endured and struggled valiantly to 
earm a livingy maintaining at the same time the ethical standards of 
old China, Their accomplishments can measure Up to the accom- 
plishments of any group who have made their mark in a society into 
which they were born . 

Used to the traditions and customs of old China, the immigrant 
Chinese often tried to imnpart their culture to their posterity，in the 
hope that they would remain citizens worthy of their Chinese ori- 
gin. But the social climate in the new society is quite alien to such 
influerices and aspirations. The younger generation，exposed to the 
influence and educational system in America，could only glean a 
Very Vague image of the old culture，which has already been 
diluted. The end result is a severance of cultural ties and the 
deepening of the gulf existing between generations. 

AWARENESS 

To place things in their proper perspective， the children and 
grandchildren of these immigrants，while growing up in this land， 
do possess both intellect and _ determination. Their thinking 
processes，speech and conduct are hardly distinguishable from 
those of the natives. These quajities are necessary for the continued 
development and growth of the Chinese American community. But 
让 an awareness and Understanding of their ethnic and cultural 
background and the spiritual essence of self reliance and racial dig- 


nity are developed, their accomplishments would be doubly mean- 


ingful]. 

Either “bamboo hollow" or “bamboo knots” in the frame of 
reference of the more popularized term“generation gap,”denotes 
basic differences of cultural backgrounds between east and west. 
Proverb has 让 that “We build bridges when we come to the 
stream.”IJIsn't teaching Chinese and Chinese culture a process of 
bridge-building between generations? 

L is in this context that whenever I observe the Chinese immi- 
grant community,，I have this sense of ambivalence of not knowing 
exactly how I should feel about them，with my thoughts wandering 
hither and thither. 
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The center was funded primari- 
]y by the Mayor's Criminal Jus- 
tice Council and is currently 
operating on Private donations. 
With a skeleton staff of four 
youth workers and some volun- 
teers,， the center is now serving 
from 160 to 200 youths in the 
Chinatown area. 

FORUMS 

Chinatown's YMCA has on- 
going programs not only for 
youth，but all members of the 
community. According to Mat- 
thew Fong，the YMCA has 14 
clubs in operation for youths ages 
9to 18 years. Its advisors include 
students from the various univer- 
sjties and colleges around the 
Bay Area. 

Fong said that the Y occasion- 
ally organizes community forums 
Which focus on everyday prob- 
lems of the community member. 
Recent forums have dealt with 
“candidates” night,”income tax 
workshops，employment and job 
opportunities,， the social security 
system, and medical health plans. 

He said the center also works 
with other branches in San Fran- 
cisco So the youth will have the 
opportunity to “interchange with 
other races.” 

EAST BAY 

Mike Yee，a representative 
from Oakland's East Bay Asians 
for Community Action (了 BACA)， 
said his organization is made up 
of a variety of professionals，im- 
migrants and students. 

One main area of work-the or- 
ganization concentrates on，he 
said，is its Community School. 
The school is made up of approxi- 
mately 45 students who actively 
engage in English workshop ses- 
Sions and other activities. 

Yee said 站 was important to 
institute the learning process in 
the student to“fight for demo- 
cratic rights2… He emphasized 
that the problems facing youth 
today are the inadequate educa- 
tion programs，health care，and 
employment. He blamed the 
agencies that do not serve the 
community as the root of youth 's 
problems today. 

The youth group program at 
the center is staffed by volunteers 
from local universities and col- 
leges. The program gets a work- 
ing grant of $4700 a year from UC 
Berkeley. This money is used pri- 
marily for office supplies，The

yestments in the United States， 
especially in California around 
the Bay Area，according to a 
realty agent from San Francisco 
and a former school principal in 
this port city. 

The site concerned is near the 
JInternational Airport with an area 
of 134 acres and a price of $3 per 
square foot. Ten years ago the 
Price was said to be 30 cents. 

According to the agent's state- 
ment in the local Chinese lan- 
guage newspaper Wah Kiu Yat 
Po, the side is marked for devel- 
Opment as 8a tourist center with 
hotels，a shopping center，thea- 
ters, places for exhibitions, aqua- 
tic clubs，and residential blocks. 
The implication points to encour- 
aging prospects of such invest- 
ments close to San Francisco, 

CRASH 

In 1970, a Chinese realty agent 
set up shop here to sell land in 
Nevada and Arizona. His busi- 
ness，after a slow start， de- 
Veloped briskly because of the 
boom in the local stock market. 
Sales, however, came to a halt in 
early 1973 when the stock market 
began to crash after April. The 
agent packed up and returned'to 
the United States, 

Many wealthy Chinese in Hong 
Kong are owners of houses and 
lots around or in American cities 
such as San Franciseoi Los Ange- 


les， Chicago and ewW York. Cali- 


fornia is the favorite state for 
these ipvestments，because of 
the mild climate. Most buyers are 
interested in eventually coming 
to the United States to take up 
permanent residence and not in 
speculation in real estate. 

“To avoid placing all eggs in one 
basket， Wealthy Chinese are in- 
terested in overseas ventures. As 
a first step，they visit foreign 
lands。 Beginning with nearby 
laces, many have found their way 
to the Philippines，Malaysia， 
Thailand, Taiwan and Singapore. 
Others went to the United States

and 了 urope. 

According to an entrepreneur， 
those who went to explore foreign 
markets came back after having 
had a good time, especially those 
who went to Paris，the Riviera， 
Stockholm, Copenhagen, etc. But 
they found there were investment 
restrictions，heavy taxation，and 
exchange difficulties and，tbere- 
fore, the margin of profit is less 
than that of Hong Kong. 

Under these circumstances, big 
time operators are no longer en- 
thusiastic about overseas invest- 
ments， being unfamiliar with con- 
ditions in places outside of this 
tiny crown colony. They find in- 
vestments in local industries and 
projects more worthwhile and 
will increasingly use capital for 
Dew enterprises at home. 

REVIVAL 
In the opinion of this entre- 


.preneur, the flight of capital from 


Hong 玉 ong came to an end some 
time ago，and the use of local 
money for the colony's develop- 
ment should usher in an early 
trade revival，He predicted the 
passing of recession very soon 
and pointed out that inflation was 
already under control. 

Hong 有 ong 's economy depends 
entirely on exports. Over 35 per 
cent of manufactured products 
are _ going to the United States. 
Other markets are in Western 
Europe and Africa, and new ones 
in Arab -countries and even in 
了 ast European countries are be- 
ing culfiyated.:: - 

One ssuccessful trend Was the 
exhibition of Hong-Kong-made 
garments in Paris，which drew 
wide attention and favorable 
comients. This shows that local 
garments are up to the Parisian 
standard，which leads the world 
in latest fashions.
